Both fairs emphasized fabrics created for specific classifications especially 
for late-day-into-evening dressing. Americans winced at the steep price hikes, 
worsened by the low exchange rate of the Dollar. But the strong Yen enabled 
Japanese manufacturers to look to Europe again for their resources. 


TRENDING COLORS -- DEEP, RICH DARKS: Pine, teal, blue plum, midnight navy, 
chestnut, cranberry, cinnamon -- BRILLIANTS: Fuchsia, turquoise, marigold, 
red, plum, royal -- COLORED NEUTRALS: Mustard, tarnished brass, copper, 
taune, slate qray, walnut, alabaster, mole, combined with one another or with 
black -- IRIDESCENCE, achieved with cross dyes or mixed yarns in all cate- 
gories of wovens and knits, as well as LACQUERED surfaces, lend new dimen- 
sions and excitement. 


LUXURY LOOKS: Glittering, luminous and sensuous; for evening -- baroque 
brocades, luxe silk taffeta, crepe de chine, lame, sheer chiffon, georgette, 
mousseline, tulle, point d'esprit -- many glitter or glisten with gold and 


other metallic yarns, beading, sequins, paillettes, rhinestones, or appliques 
of gold or silver tinsel. 


COORDINATION : The marriage of wovens and knits, as well as coordinated 
lines of coatings, suitinas, shirtings and skirtings, for popular suits 
and coats/suits. 


SURFACE INTERESTS in all classifications -- TWILLS: Gabardine, serge, 
covert -- RIBS: Failles, ottomans, Bedford cords, corduroy: newest are 
very pronounced or iridescent -- TWEEDS: Irish, Harris, barleycorn, 
houndstooth, herrinabone worsted; very special, silk worsteds -- 
PUCKERS: Cloque, seersucker, waffle weave, matelasse, blisters, mal 





ings, embossed -- CREPES: Patterned, satin, faille and sheer -- 
SMOOTH: Melton, flannel broadcloth -- SOFT: Cashmere, baby llama, 
camelhair, souffle mohair -- CURLY: Poodle, chinchilla, ratine, boucle, 


loopy -- FAKES: Teddy bear, curly lamb and cat for coatings. 


WINTER COTTONS: Sometimes blended with wool, light weight for shirtings,

KNITS: Gaining importance, often indistinguishable from their woven 
counterparts -- they range from lightest single-knit jersey to ribs, 
indented or loopy surfaces, diagonals and raschel tweeds; Important: 
milled jersey gently brushed to simulate flannel, matte and crepe 
jersey, cire Simplex jersey, iridescent satin tricot, glossy rayon 
and sweaterknits -- Yarns play important roles in all these fabrics: 
blends of precious fibers, nubs, slubs, boucle, crepe, marled, 
inlaid, heathered and metallic. 


PATTERNS: TWEEDS -- Broken crowsfoot, shock weave chevrons, cross- 
hatch -- PLAIDS: Block, Tartan, mini ~- CHECKS: Gingham, block, 
checkerboard -- STRIPES: Regimental, cravat, Roman, broken paint- 


brush yarn stripes blend in marled, satin and running stitch .,. 
PRINTS: Small, widely spaced geometric florals, flat silhouette, 
outline of splatter florals, linens, printed tweeds, plaids and 
herringbones, cosmos, conversational, figurative, flora and fauna, 
foulard, cravat, circles, dots and spots.
